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INTRODUCTION. 



For the purpose of expediting the business con- 
ducted at the Chambers of the Judges of the Court 
of Chancery, the following Regulations have been 
made by the Judges ; and in order that the Practice 
at the several Chambers may be similar, all 
the Judges have concurred in the same set of 
Rules. 

These Rules are of course quite diflferent in 
their effect from the General Orders of the Court. 
They are merely the directions of each Judge as to 
the mode in which the business is to be conducted 
at his Chambers. They relate to matters of detail, 
some of them in themselves of small importance ; 
but it is, as every Practitioner must feel, very 
desirable that such details should be settled and 
regulated, so that Solicitors may devote their 
thoughts and attention to substantial and im- 
portant matters, instead of to the forms and mode 
of procedure. 
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If by these Roles, and such farther Roles as may 
hereafter be found adyisable. Solicitors are enabled 
to make appUcations at the Judges' Chambers in 
proper form, and to come prepared with proper 
evidence, on the first attendance, it will enable an 
application to be disposed of with expedition upon 
one attendance, instead of two or three long 
attendances. 

If an affidavit of service, or of production of 
documents, or in verification of an account, is pro- 
duced, and the Solicitor is able to state that it is 
strictly in accordance with a settled form, or can 
point out what addition or alteration has been 
made to meet any special circumstances, no time is 
lost in acting upon the affidavit ; but if the Solicitor 
has not adopted the common form, the affidavit 
must be read and considered. This alone occupies 
time uselessly, but if the affidavit turns out to 
be insufficient, the attendance is fruitless, and the 
work has to be done again ; great expense is 
incurred, and much time lost. 

The Solicitors are often put to inconvenience 
by having to wait a considerable time before the 
case upon which they are attending can be taken. 
This is to some extent unavoidable, but every 
endeavour should be made to mitigate the evil. It 
must be obvious to all who are in the habit of 
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attending at the Judges* Chambers, that this 
annoyance is attributable mainly to matters occupy- 
ing more time than could be anticipated, and that 
this is frequently occasioned by discussions as to 
the contents of documents not produced, and as 
to whether some proceeding not in any recognised 
form is substantially the same as the settled form. 
The time allowed for each case is upon the as- 
sumption that the parties will be prepared with all 
proper documents and information, and will be 
actuated by a desire to avoid waste of time. 

It is hoped that the publication of the following 
Rules, with the Notes of explanation and the sug- 
gestions which are added, will be useful to the 
Profession, and render a compliance with the 
Rules more easy, and especially to those members 
of the Profession who have not extensive practice 
in the Court of Chancery. 

The success of the new practice depends much 
upon the Practitioners aiding the Judges, and 
their Chief and Junior Clerks, in expediting the 
business ; and as the Solicitors have every reason 
to feel gratified that the chief officers appointed 
to assist the Judges, in the important and 
arduous duties to be performed at Chambers, 
are selected from the members of their branch of 
the Profession, they should endeavour by every 
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means in their power to render the scheme success- 
foL This they have hitherto done ; and it is to be 
hoped that the united exertions of the Judges, 
their Staff, and the Practitioners, will give a new 
character to the proceedings of the Court

TO BB OBSERVED IN THE CONDUCT OP BUSINESS AT THE 
CHAMBEES OF THE MASTER OP THE ROLLS AND THE 
VICE-CHANCELLORS. BY ORDER OF THE RIGHT HONOUR- 
ABLE SIR JOHN ROMILLT, MASTER OF THE ROLLS ; THE 
HONOURABLE THE VICE-CHANCELLOR SIR RICHARD 
TORIN KINDEBSLEY ; THE HONOURABLE THE VICE-CHAN- 
CELLOR SIR JOHN STUART ; AND THE HONOURABLE THE 
VICE-CHANCELLOR SIR WILLIAM PAGE WOOD ; THIS 8th 
DAY. OP AUGUST, 1857. 



I. — Summonses are not to be altered after they are 
sealed, except upon application at Chambers, and any 
alterations then made will be marked with the Seal of 
such Chambers. 

II. — Upon applications for time to answer, a printed 
Copy of the Bill and the Interrogatories to be answered, 
are to be produced. 

III. — ^Whenever any matter is adjourned from the 
Court to Chambers, or any directions are given in 
Court, to be acted upon at Chambers, whether upon 
a matter adjourned into Court from Chambers or upon 
any other occasion, without an Order being drawn up, 
a Note signed by the Kegistrar, stating for what pur- 
pose such matter is adjourned to Chambers, or the 
directions given, is to be procured from the Registrar, 
^d left at Chambers. 

IV. — In drawing up Decrees and Orders to be left at 
Chambers the Solicitors are to take care that every 
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account, inquiry, sale, direction to appoint Receiver, 
and other direction to be answered at Chambers, is 
numbered consecutively according to the form set forth 
in the Schedule C, referred to in the General Order, 
No. VIII., of 16th October, 1852, and that the other 
directions are not numbered. 

V. — ^At the same time that any Decree or Order made 
in a suit instituted by Bill or Claim is left at Chambers, 
a print of the Bill or Claim is to be left. 

VI. — ^A Note stating the names of the Solicitors for 
all the Parties, and showing for which of the Parties 
such Solicitors are concerned, is to be left at Chambers 
with every Decree or Order. 

VII. — For the purpose of procuring the direction of 
the Judge as to the manner of serving Notice of a 
Decree or Order, pursuant to the 5th General Order of 
1st June, 1854, 

The Plaintiff is to make an exparte application by 
Summons, and thereupon to show by Affidavit as far 
as he is able — 

1. With respect to Infants : 
The ages of the Infants. 

Whether they have any parents or testamentary 
guardians, or guardians appointed by the 
Court of Chancery. 
Where and under whose care the Infants are 
residing, at whose expense they are main- 
tained, and in case they* have no father or 
guardian, who are their nearest relations. 
And that the parents, guardians, relations, or 
persons upon whom it is proposed to serve the 
notice, have no interest in the matters in

question, or if they have, the nature of such 
interest, and that it is not adverse to the in- 
terests of the Infants. 
2. With respect to Persons of Unsound Mind not 
found so hy Inquisition : 

Where and under whose care such persons are 
residing, and at whose expense they are main- 
tained. 

Who are their nearest relations, and that such 
relations, or person upon whom it is proposed 
to serve the notice, have no interest in the 
matters in question, or if they have, the nature 
of such interest, and that it is not adverse to 
the interest of the Persons of Unsound Mind. 

VIII. A copy of every Certificate by a Record and 
Writ Clerk of the entry of a memorandum of Service 
of notice of a Decree or Order, and of every Order 
giving Uberty to a person served with such notice to 
attend the proceedings, certified by the Solicitor, is to 
be left at Chambers. 

IX. — Upon the Notice of a Claim having been en- 
tered at Chambers by a Creditor or other Claimant 
served upon the Solicitors in the Cause, the number of 
the entry of the Claim is to be stated. 

X. — Every alteration in an Account verified by Affi- 
davit to be left at Chambers is to be marked with 
the initials of the Commissioner or officer before whom 
the Affidavit is sworn, and such alterations are not to 
be made by erasures with the knife or other instrument. 

XI. — Accounts, Extracts from Parish Registers, 
Particulars of Creditors' Debts, and other documents 
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referred to by Affidavit, are not to be annexed to the 
Affidavit, or referred to in the Affidavit as annexed, 
but are to be referred to as Exhibits. 

XII. — Every Certificate on an Exhibit referred to in 
an Affidavit signed by the Commissioner or officer 
before whom the Affidavit is sworn, must have the 
short title of the Cause or Matter. 

XIII. — ^Affidavits for the purpose of enabling the 
Judge to fix reserved bids are to state the value of 
the Property, by reference to an Exhibit containing 
such value, so that the value may not be disclosed 
by the Affidavit when filed. 

XIV. — As soon as Particulars and Conditions of 
Sale settled at Chambers have been printed, two 
prints thereof, certified by the Solicitor to be correct 
prints of the Particulars and Conditions settled at the 
Judges' Chambers, are to be left at Chambers. 

XV. — An Office Copy of the Affidavit of the person 
appointed to sell, of the result of the Sale, with the 
bidding paper and particulars therein referred to, are 
to be left at Chambers at least one clear day before 
the day appointed for settling the Certificate of the 
result of the Sale. 

XVI. — Eeceivers' Accounts are to be delivered at 
Chambers on or before the day appointed for that 
purpose, and in default the Eeceiver will be liable to 
the consequences imposed by the General Order of 
aSrd April, 1796. 

XVII. — All Accounts, Copies and Papers, left at 
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Chambers, are to be written upon foolscap paper 
bookwise, unless the nature of the document renders 
it impracticable to do so. 

XVIII. — Where any Cause originating in Chambers 
shall, at the original or any subsequent hearing thereof, 
have been adjourned for further consideration, such 
Cause may, after the expiration of eight days, and 
within fourteen days from the filing of the Certificate 
of the Chief Clerk of the Judge to whose Court the 
Cause is attached, be brought on for further considera- 
tion by a Summons, to be taken out by the Plaintiff or 
party having the conduct of the Cause, and after the 
expiration of such fourteen days, by a Summons, to be 
taken out by any other party. And such Summons is 
to be in the form prescribed by the Order No. I. of 
the 16th October, 1852, and set forth in the Schedule 
A thereto ; and the object of the application may be 
stated as follows: — **That this Cause, the further 
consideration whereof was adjourned by the Order of 
the day of , 186 , may be further 

considered." 

This summons is to be served six clear days 
before the return. 

XIX. — Upon applications for the appointment of 
Guardians of Infants and allowance for maintenance, 
the Evidence is to show — 

1. The ages of the Infants. 

2. The nature and amount of the Infants' fortunes 

and incomes. 

3. What Relations the Infants have. 

XX. — Upon applications to obtain the sanction of 
the Court to Infants making Settlements on Marriage, 
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under the Act of 18 & 19 Vict. cap. 43, Evidence 
is to be produced to show — 

1. The age of the Infant. 

2. Whether the Infant has any Parents or Guardians. 

3. With whom or under whose care the Infant is 

living, and if the Infant has no Parents or 
Guardians, what near relations the Infant has. 

4. The rank and position in life of the Infant and 

Parents. 
6. What the Infant's Property and Fortune con- 
sists of. 

6. The age, rank, and position in life of the Person 

to whom the Infant is about to be married. 

7. What Property, Fortune, and Income such Person 

has. 

8. The fitness of the proposed Trustees, and their 

consent to act. 
The proposals for the Settlement of the Property of 
the Infant, and of the person to whom such Infant is pro- 
posed to be married, are to be submitted to the Judge. 

XXI. — For the purpose of procuring the Appoint- 
ment of a Guardian to Infants under the Act of Parlia- 
ment of 19 & 20 Vict. cap. 120, and the 10th General 
Order of 16th November, 1866, 

A Summons should be taken out in the names of 
the Infants by a next Friend, in the form used for 
originating proceedings in Chambers, intituled in the 
same manner as the Petition or intended Petition, — 
that , or some other proper Person or Persons, 

may be appointed Guardian or Guardians of the said 
Infants, for the purpose of making an application on 
behalf of the said Infants [or consenting on behalf of 
the said Infants to an application] to the Court, under 
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the provisions of the above Act. In case the appli- 
cation to the Court is to be made on behalf of the 
Infants, the Guardian must be appointed before the 
Petition is presented. If the Guardian is to consent 
to an application, the Guardian may be appointed 
either before or after the Petition is presented. 

Upon the application to appoint such Guardian, the 
following Evidence is to be adduced : — 

1. The age of the Infant. 

2. Whether he has any Parent, Testamentary Guar- 

dian, or Guardian appointed by the Court of 
Chancery. 

3. Where and under whose care the Infant is re- 

siding, and at whose expense he is maintained. 

4. In what way the proposed Guardian, is connected 

with the Infant, and why proposed, and how 
qualified to be appointed. 

5. That the proposed Guardian has no interest in 

the intended application, or if he has, the nature 
of his interest, and that it is not adverse to the 
interest of the Infant. 

6. The consent of the Guardian to act. 

7. The nature of the intended application to the 

Court. 

XXII. — For the purpose of procuring the direction of 
the Judge for leave to make or consent to an application 
on behalf of Infants or Lunatics under the said Act of 
19 & 20 Vict. cap. 120, and the 10th General Order 
of 16th November, 1856, a Summons is to be taken 
out after the Petition is presented in the ordinary 
form, entitled in the same manner as the Petition, by 
the Guardian of the Infants or Committee of the 
Lunatic, that he may be at liberty on behalf of the 
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Infant or Lunatic to make the application [or consent 
to the application] to the Court proposed to be made 
by the Petition presented to the Lord Chancellor [or 
Master of the EoUs] on the day of 

Upon this application the Guardian or Committee 
should make an Affidavit that he believes it to be 
proper and for the benefit of the Infant or Lunatic 
that the application proposed to be made should be 
made [or consented to], on behalf of the said Infant 
or Lunatic, and such other evidence, if any, should be 
adduced, as the circumstances of the case may require, 
to show the propriety of the application so far as the 
Infant or Lunatic is concerned, and the Petition should 
be produced. 

XXIII. — For the purpose of procuring the directions 
of the Judge, pursuant to the 3rd General Order of 
15th November, 1856, 

A Summons is to be taken out after the Petition has 
been answered, intituled in the same manner as the 
Petition, that directions may be given in what News- 
papers the Notices required by the Act are to be 
inserted. 

The Petition is to be produced on the return of the 
Summons, and the Judge's direction will be written on 
the Petition and signed by his Chief Clerk. 

XXIV. — The forms set forth in the Schedule hereto

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EXPLANATORY NOTES 

ON THE ABOYB BULBS. 



EuLE I. — The first Bule is merely to stop the 
irregular practice of altering a Summons after it has 
been issued without the Seal of the Chambers being 
affixed to the alteration, and the copy left at Cham- 
bers being at the same time altered. If a Summons 
is altered without the Seal being attached, an affidavit 
of service cannot be made, nor will the Registrar draw 
up the Order. 

Rule II. — ^It is strange that this Rule should be 
necessary, but it constantly happens that long discus- 
sions take place as to the nature of the interrogatories 
to be answered, and adjournments are frequently neces- 
sary because the interrogatories are not produced. It 
is very rarely that any thing more is required on the 
first application for time to answer than the production 
of the interrogatories and bill. 

Rule III. — Although what is required by this Rule 
is the present course of proceeding as arranged between 
the Registrars and Chief Clerks, yet delays frequently 
occur from its not being attended to. Instead of 
procuring a note from the Registrar, the parties 
frequently trust to the indorsements of Counsel on 
their respective briefs, which often vary. Sometimes 
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one party merely gets the Registrar's initials to the 
indorsement on his brief. This is objectionable, 
because the Registrar then adopts the language of one 
of the Counsel, besides which the Brief cannot be 
retained in Chambers. The Note should be on a 
separate sheet of foolscap paper. It is apprehended 
the Registrar would frequently give this in Court if 
asked, and so avoid delay. 

Rule IV.— What is required by this Rule is a com- 
pliance with the General Order of the Court, in such a 
manner as to make it answer the purpose for which it 
was framed. The 8th Order, of the 16th of October, 
1852, was framed for convenience and to save time at 
Chambers. Now that a state of facts and proposal is 
not left upon each direction in the Decree, and the 
proceedings take place by a verbal statement of the 
parties, and reading the Affidavits, notes have to be 
taken of the proceedings upon each direction by the 
Judge or Chief Clerk, and all the parties attending, and 
this is of course greatly facilitated by keeping the 
notes as to each direction in the Decree under a number 
corresponding with that in the Decree. So also as the 
present short forms of Certificates do not recite the 
Order, or state any facts, but merely answer each direc- 
tion given in the Order, it is always necessary to read 
the direction in conjunction with the answer, and for 
this purpose it is a great convenience that there should 
be a number in the Certificate corresponding with 
that in the Order. The numbers further serve to 
direct the Chief Clerk's attention to the directions in 
the Order upon which he has to act. The Registrars 
are fully aware of the importance of carrying out the 
General Order, as here explained, but they are much 
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pressed with business, and unless the Profession attend 
to this, omissions wiU arise. Sometimes the numbers 
are put to every declaration and clause in the Decree, 
at other times they are confined to accounts and 
enquiries, omitting the directions for sale, and 
other directions to be answered at Chambers. The 
schedules C and E to the General Orders of the 
16th of October, 1852, fuUy explain the object of the 
Order. It is to be hoped that for the future the Pro- 
fession will in settling Orders take care that this Eule 
is complied with. It is no trouble to the Registrars to 
attend to the Solicitor's suggestion in this respect at 
the time of settling the Order, but it occasions them as 
well as the Solicitors a great deal of trouble to correct 
the Order after it is passed and entered. 

Rule V. — It is very desirable that the print of the 
Bill or Claim should be left with the Order, and not 
brought upon the hearing of the Summons, as it enables 
the Chief Clerk to know the nature of the case before 
the parties attend! It is to be borne in mind that the 
necessity of ascertaining what parties ought to be 
served with notice of the Order, and which of the 
parties are to attend each proceeding renders it indis- 
pensable upon the first attendance upon an Order to 
examine into the nature and constitution of the suit. 

Rule VI. — This is a new requirement, and a com- 
pliance with it will save much time. In the absence 
of this the Chief Clerk has to go through the names of 
all the defendants, and ascertain by what Solicitors 
they are represented. The most convenient mode 
would be to copy the title with all the names of the 
defendants written one under another in a column, 
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numbered consecutively with the Solicitors' names at 
the bottom, adding to each name " Solicitor for 
defendants No. — and — ," or to add the names of the 
Solicitors in another column opposite each defendant's 
name. It would be a great convenience if the names 
of the plaintiffs were also copied in the same manner. 

Rule VII. — This Eule requires no explanation. 
It is only necessary to read the Rule and apply it to 
the object for which it is framed, namely, to enable the 
Judge to form an opinion as to the proper manner of 
serving an infant who is to be bound by the notice. 
With respect to the 2nd Article of the Rule, it will 
be observed that the evidence is not to be merely that 
the parent &c. has no interest adverse to the infant, 
but that he has none, or if any, the nature of the 
interest is to be stated. The question whether or not 
the interest is adverse is one upon which the Judge 
often takes a different view from that of the deponent. 

Rule VIII. — This will save the "time necessary in 
the absence of the copy to take down the names. The 
Record and Writ Clerks in their Certificates always put 
the names of the persons served one under another, 
and the copy should of course be made in the same 
manner. 

Rule IX. — A compliance with this Rule will save 
much time. The claims are ordinarily called on at the 
time appointed for adjudication in the order in which 
they are entered, and whether this be so or not, it is a 
great convenience when the claims are numerous for 
the Solicitors to have the Affidavits so arranged that 
upon any claim being called on they can by the 
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number in the list at Chambers refer to and produce 
the Affidavits in support. 

Rule X.— It will be observed that a non-compliance 
with this may be attended with serious consequences, 
as if not complied with the account cannot be received. 
These accounts are of course to all intents and 
purposes part of the Affidavit, and the Bules of Court 
respecting alterations in Affidavits are equally applicable 
to such accounts. It is of great importance that this 
Rule should be strictly adhered to, and it is hoped the 
London agents will direct the attention of their country 
clients to the necessity of doing po. 

Rule XI. — Great expense and inconvenience arise 
from Exhibits being annexed to Affidavits, and conse- 
quently filed with them. This is an error rarely com- 
mitted in London, but very commonly in the country. 
With respect to extracts from Parish Registers, it is to 
be observed that now that an extract duly certified by the 
clergyman is evidence, it is indispensable that the ori- 
ginal with the clergyman's signature should be produced, 
and not an office copy. It sometimes happens that Cer- 
tificates purporting to be signed by the same clergyman 
are obviously signed by different hands. An alteration 
made in an Exhibit would not appear in an office copy. 

Rule XII. — This is obviously necessary to make the 
Certificate of any value, and yet it is frequently omitted, 
especially in the country. This ought to be attended to 
by the Commissioner or officer signing the Certificate. 

Rule XIII. — The propriety of this Rule is obvious. 
If the value of the estate is stated in the Affidavit 
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persons intending to bid at the sale may ascertain the 
vendor's estimate of the value. 

Rule XIV. — A compliance with this is indispen- 
sahle. In several instances conditions have most im- 
properly (though not with any improper motive) been 
altered after they have been settled at the Judge's 
Chambers. A print signed by the Chief Clerk is sent 
to the person appointed to sell with his instructions for 
the sale, and the object of this Rule is to secure the 
Chief Clerk's signature being affixed to a correct print 
of the conditions as settled at Chambers, and to make 
the Solicitor responsible for its being correct. 

Rule XV. — Unless this Rule is complied with, the 
draft Certificate cannot be ready at the time appointed 
to settle it by the conditions, and then delay and ex- 
pense must be the consequence. 

Rule XVI. — This, as the Rule shows, is only direct- 
ing attention to an Order of Court of sixty years' stand- 
ing. Notices of this Order have frequently been given 
by the Chancellor for the time being, and the Masters, 
but still it is much neglected. 

Rule XVII. — This is very easily complied with. 
By a little management almost all documents, includ- 
ing Receiver's accounts (especially if the forms above 
mentioned are adopted) may be copied on paper the 
size suggested. Pedigrees are nearly the only ex- 
ception, and these may frequently be arranged to fold 
to the same size. 

Rule XVIII. — This is not new. Tl^e practice di- 
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rected was arranged by analogy to that directed upon 
the farther hearing of Causes in Court. 

EuLE XIX. — Formerly, when an Order was made 
referring it to a Master to approve of a Guardian and 
inquire what ought to be allowed for maintenance, he 
was directed to certify, for the information of the Court, 
the ages of the Infants, the nature and amount of their 
fortunes, and what relations they had. This informa- 
tion is of course equally necessary for the Judge's infor- 
mation now as before. The word ** relations" is very 
general and extensive, and of course the degrees to be 
included in each case must be matter of discretion. 
As a general rule it should at least be shown what 
other relations there are, of or within the same degree 
of relationship as the proposed Guardian, and if a 
Mother is proposed the evidence should extend to 
Uncles and Aunts on the Fathers' and Mothers' sides. 
As a general rule, the Summons should be served upon 
such relations, unless their acquiescence in the appoint- 
ment of the proposed Guardian is otherwise proved. 

Rule XX. — As in most cases of marriages, the par- 
ties are desirous of obtaining the Judge's sanction to 
the settlement as quickly as possible, it is desirable 
that they should come prepared with the evidence 
required by this Rule. The ordinary course upon a 
Petition, under Mr. Malins' very valuable Act, is for 
the Court, after hearing any observations the Counsel 
has to make, to adjourn the Petition into Chambers. 
This proceeding does not make the Infant a ward of 
the Court, and the Court is not therefore called upon 
to sanction the marriage, but only the settlement, and 
the evidence required by the Rule is therefore only 
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such as is necessary to enable the Judge to form an 
opinion as to the propriety of the settlement. Upon 
the adjournment, the Judge considers and settles the pro- 
posals for the settlement, and a direction is then given 
for a settlement in conformity therewith to be settled 
by a Conveyancing Counsel, and when this has been ap- 
proved by the Judge, an Order is made at Chambers upon 
the adjourned Petition approving the settlement, and 
sanctioning the execution of the deed by the Infant. 

EuLE XXI. — This and the two following Eules re- 
late to the proceedings under the Lord Chancellor's 
most valuable Settled Estate Act. 

The first of the three relates to the appointment of 
a Guardian to Infants. This is necessary, although the 
Infant may have a father living, but of course if he has 
a father not interested in the matter, his father would be 
appointed, but it commonly happens that the father is 
tenant for life, and has an interest more or less at vari- 
ance with that of his Infant child. It is obvious that 
when the Infant is the Petitioner, the Guardian must 
be appointed before the Petition is presented, because 
the Guardian is the person to present the Petition. If 
the Infant is not the Petitioner and the Guardian is 
only required to consent, it is immaterial whether he 
is appointed before or after the Petition is presented. 

Rule XXII. — It was considered by some of the 
Judges that the application for leave to make or con- 
sent to an application under the Act on behaK of an 
Infant or Lunatic, ought to be made before the Petition 
was presented ; but the Lords Justices having decided 
that the examination of a married woman ought to 
take place after the Petition is presented {Re Foster's 
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Settled Estates, Weekly Rep., July 4, 1857, p. 726, 
and 3 Jur. N.S. 833) it follows that this application 
ought to be after the Petition is presented, and this 
Bule is framed in accordance with that decision. 

Rule XXIII.— The direction usually given is, that 
the notice is to be inserted once in the " Gazette " and 
three times in three successive weeks in a newspaper 
of the county in which the property is situate, which 
is what was required by the Standing Orders of the 
House of Lords when an Act was to be applied for 
including power to take land compulsorily. The 
Standing Orders did not require any notice by adver- 
tisement of a private Estate Act. 

Rule XXIV. — This rule is intended to procure the 
general adoption of certain forms of proceedings. It 
must be a convenience to the practitioners to know 
that if these forms are used they will be deemed 
sufficient at all the Chambers. Most of these forms 
have been some time in use, but no authorised copies 
of the forms were in existence. The forms heretofore 
used have been revised, and in some respects altered. 
Thede do not require much explanation. They will 
be found to be applicable to most cases, and rarely 
require more than very slight variations. 



Forms Nos. 1 & 2. — These are forms of Affidavits 
of service of Summonses. The Affidavits produced to 
prove services are frequently erroneous ; but if these 
forms are used, they will always be sufficient. It is veiy 
common in Affidavits of service to state that the Writ 
or Summons was endorsed, or had the note at the 

E 
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foot required by the General Orders of the Court. 
This is obviously very unsatisfactory, as the Affidavit 
is frequently made by a person who knows nothing of 
the General Orders ; and it never can appear upon the 
Affidavit what he conceives is required by the General 
Orders. In the forms of these Affidavits required at 
Chambers, the note and notice are set out in the 
Affidavit. 

Form No. 3. — This form is the Affidavit required 
to be made under an Order for production of Docu- 
ments, pursuant to the 18th & 20th sections of the 
Act of 15 & 16 Vict c. 86, and the General Order 
No. 3 of June 1, 1864, and is the form which has been 
in use ever since the present practice in the Judges' 
Chambers catae into operation. This form was 
settled with great care, and no variation from it is 
ever permitted. The Order which is made on an 
application for production of Documents is in most 
cases quite of course, and it only directs this Affidavit 
to be filed, and the production of the Documents which 
the party does not object to produce, and consequently 
all questions of privilege, sealing up, or production 
without leaving at the Record and Writ Office, sHould 
be raised upon this Affidavit. 

Forms Nos. 4, 5, & 6. — These forms are the usual 
accounts of Personal Estate^ and rents and profits of 
Real Estate; and the Affidavit verifying these and 
answering the usual inquiries respecting the Real and 
Personal Estate of the testator. These forms were 
prepared with gteat care, and have been for some time 
in use ; and it is generally admitted that they answer 
their purpose most satisfactorily, and that a strict 
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adherence to them greatly facilitates the taking the 
accounts. They are very easily understood, and yet 
they are constantly departed from. The numbers (by 
the 29th General Order of Oct. 16, 1862) required 
to be attached to the items in the accounts are 
frequently omitted, which causes much trouble and 
delay and renders it difficult to make the Certificate 
intelligible. The receipts and payments should be 
respectively numbered consecutively, beginning with 
the number 1, for the first item on each side of the 
account. The items should be in chronological order, 
so that the state of the account may be ascertained 
at any date. In framing these accounts the above 
rules (X., XI., XII., and XVII.) must be attended to. 
The affidavit verifying these accounts must be strictly 
adhered to. There is nothing unnecessary in it, and 
nothing which cannot be sworn to in almost all cases. 
The mode of taking accounts was formerly by inter- 
rogatories and examination ; and the accounting party 
had then to answer the exact questions put to him. 
This practice is now altered, and the accounting party 
is directed, in accordance with the 29th General 
Order of Oct. 16, 1852, to leave the account duly 
verffied, and the form of the Affidavit to be made in 
pursuance of this direction^ was framed in order that 
the party might know what would be deemed a suffi- 
cient Affidavit. The Affidavit, besides verifying the 
accounts, answers the inquiries directed by the ordi- 
nary Decrees or Orders in administration suits. The 
account of receipts and payments is necessarily con- 
tained in an Exhibit, as it has to be left in the Judges' 
Chambers ; but the particulars of the testator's estates 
are not to be in separate Exhibits, but in schedules 
to the affidavit. One schedule contains the estate

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the deceased was possessed of at his death, and the 
other what remains outstanding or undisposed of. 
The words "undisposed of" are very commonly over- 
looked, and only what is outstanding is set out in 
the schedule ; but the schedule should contain all the 
existing assets, such as Bank annuities, whether in 
the .executors' names or in Court, and any cash in 
the hands of the executors. 

Great responsibility will attach to Solicitors if they 
do not frame these accounts and Affidavits properly, as 
defects may occasion the committal of their clients, 
when an Order has been made to leave the accounts : 
and now that these Eules give full information of what 
is required, they cannot expect the accounts to be 
received, unless they are in proper form, and duly 
verified. 

Form No. 7. — This form comprises the ordinary 
Conditions of Sale, that is, such as are applicable 
to every case without reference to the peculi- 
arities of the title. These were prepared in the 
Judges' Chambers, and settled with all the Convey- 
ancing Counsel. They ought to be strictly adhered to. 
The most convenient course is to copy these verbdHim, 
and then fill up the blanks and make such alterations 
as any particular circumstances may render necessary, 
so that such alterations may be apparent. 

The form provides for a deposit, but it is very 
rarely advisable to have a deposit. The remedies in 
the event of any dispute or delay arising are so sum- 
mary where a sale is made under a Decree of the 
Court, that there is little use in a deposit, and the 
requiring a deposit incurs expense, as security must 
be given, and the deposit must be paid into Court. 
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The party having the conduct of the Sale should, upon 
attending to settle conditions of sale, be prepared 
to fill up the blanks, and especially be prepared to 
state at what periods the rents are payable. A con- 
siderable time unavoidably must elapse between the 
day of sale and the payment of the purchase moneys, 
as will appear from the following calculation which 
gives the shortest times. 

The Affidavit of the result of the sale made and 
filed so that the office copy and exhibits may be left 
at Chambers, say — 

After the day of sale 2 days 

The Certificate may be settled the day after 1 day 
Signed by Chief Clerk .... 1 day 
Signed by the Judge, and filed . . . 5 days 
Becomes binding . . . . .9 days 

Abstract to be delivered, say 4 days after . 4 days 
Objections to be made, say . . .21 days 

43 days 

Some addition to this would arise from the last days 
falling on Sundays. It will therefore be seen that 
more than six weeks must elapse after the sale before 
the title can be accepted, even if there are no requi- 
sitions to answer, and at least fourteen days more are 
necessary to obtain the Order to pay and to pay the 
purchase moneys into Court. So that the day to be 
appointed to pay in, should be from two to three 
months after the day of sale, and of course the 
vacations must be regarded in fixing the day. As a 
great many sales take place in the summer and during 
the long vacation, it is usual to give the appointment 
to settle the Certificate at the Chambers open in the 
vacation, and the day to pay the purchase moneys may 
then be about the middle of November. 
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It having been decided that in the absence of a 
provision in the Conditions for the purpose, a purchaser 
cannot deduct Income Tax from interest, and it being 
nevertheless clear that as between vendor and pur- 
chaser, the vendor is bound to allow the deduction (see 
Bebb V. Bunny, 1 Kay and G. 216, and 1 Jur. N. S. 
203), it is now the practice to provide for this deduc- 
tion in the Condition. 

The last Condition is framed on the principle of the 
case o{ Harding v. Harding, 4 Myl. & C. 614. 

When the Particulars and Conditions have been 
printed, two prints are to be left at Chambers, certi- 
fied as directed in Rule XIV., and the Judge's Clerk 
then sends through the Solicitor having the conduct 
of the sale to the person appointed to sell a print of 
the Particulars and Conditions, signed by the Chief 
Clerk, a bidding-paper, the form of the Affidavit to be 
made of the result of the sale, a note of the reserved 
bids fixed by the Judge, and a letter of instructions, 
and if these are carefully attended to, there can be no 
miscarriage. 

Form No. 8. — This form is the Affidavit of the 
result of the sale upon which the Certificate is t(f be 
prepared. 

Forms No. 9, 10, 11, & 12. — These forms do not re- 
quire any explanation beyond the notes attached to 
them. These lists form the schedules to the Cer- 
tificate. In those cases in which these schedules do 
not give full information, it is because the Certificate 
supplies the deficiency. 

The Certificate as to debts states that the interest 
on the debts in the schedule is computed down to the 
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date of the Certificate and after the rate of 4i. per 
centum per annum from the date of the Decree, pur- 
suant to the General Order of the 16th October, 1862, 
numbered 10, unless otherwise specified in the schedule. 
The Certificate as to legacies and annuities states 
that the interest on the legacies in the schedule is 
computed down to the date of the Certificate, and after 
the rate of 4Z. per centum per annum from the end of 
one year after the testator's death, unless otherwise 
specified in the schedule, and that the arrears of the 
annuities are computed to the date of the Certificate, 
and from the testator's death, unless otherwise speci- 
fied in the schedule. 

Form No. 13. — ^Is the form of a Receiver's Recog- 
nizance now in use, and does not require any ex- 
planation. 

Form No. 14. — This is the form of the accounts of 
a Receiver of Rents and Profits and Personal Estate. It 
of course serves equally for either of these alone. In 
the first account the Receiver passes, he should state 
in the column for observations, how each tenant holds, 
and every alteration should be noticed in the subse- 
quent accounts. In this column also should be en- 
tered any remarks the Receiver may think proper to 
make as to the arrears of rent, the state of repairs, or 
otherwise. 

Form No. 15. — This Bill of Costs will apply to the 
Receiver's costs on the first account which includes his 
appointment, and to all subsequent accounts, and is 
adapted to Causes to which the higher scale as well as 
those to which the lower scale of charges is applicable. 
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FoBM No. 16. — Is the Bill of Costs to which a 
party attending the passing the account is entitled. 
It will be borne in mind that the parties only have 
costs from the Eeceiver after a Decree disposing of the 
costs of the suit, and showing who is entitled to costs 
out of the rents. In other cases the costs of the par;, 
ties are costs in the cause. 

Form No. 17. — This Affidavit by which a Receiver 
has to verify his account after it is passed requires 
attention. The Receiver now verifies the account and 
duplicate. This Affidavit can only be made if the 
Receiver has included all he has received on accoimt 
of what has accrued due to the day to which the 
account is rendered down to the time of making the 
Affidavit. The form which was formerly used did not 
necessarily include what was received subsequently to 
the date down to which the account was rendered, 
although in respect of what became due prior. 

Form No. 18. — This Affidavit, verifying an Abstract 
of Title, is required where a title has to be approved 
of at Chambers on behalf of purchasers. It is not 
required, in the case of a sale, to verify the Abstract 
to be submitted to the Conveyancing Counsel. The 
Solicitor who prepares it is of course responsible for 
its accuracy. 

Form No. 1 9. — This Affidavit, verifying the engross- 
ment of a Deed, is required in all cases in which a Deed 
has to be approved at Chambers. The engrossment 
is not examined at Chambers.
